Hopkins said he will meet with 
representatives of FSU "to resolve 
to their satisfactlon"objections to 
,ise of students in a drive to rid 
the cit> of sexual deviates and pro- 
tect thousands of college students 
against them. 

Hopkins, relaying the sentiments 
of theTallahasseeCityCom.mission, 
.made the statement after Chief of 
Police Frank Stoutamire had an- 
nounced the department would con- 
tinue to hire studoits regardless 
of objections of the University. 

Dean of Students Harry P. Day, 
speaking for the FSU administra- 
tion, called for a halt to the prac- 
tice after it was made public a 
week ago. He said he was shock- 
ed that the University had not bcMi 
Informed'of the practice. 



"We will co<^ratc with FSU all 
the way," Hopkins said. 
The students, all mature and aged 
20 and over, were hired at a fee 
of $10 per case to. stand in front 
of a local bus station and signal 
police when "propositioned" by a 
deviate. 

Hopkins said solicitations of young 
men has doubled at the bus station 
in the past year and vice records 
show the deviates coom from awide 
surroundttng area to hunt young vio- 
tims. 

"It is our job and intention to 
maintain a community atmosphere 
that is safe for all young people, 
including thousands of students wrtio 
attend our two state universities 
here," he said. 

He continued, "We will not con- 
tinue hiring FSU students if the prac- 
tice meets the Ltalverslty's disap- 
proval."

According to new policies govern- 
ing a basic academic program re- 
qiilred of all students, FSU is switch- 
ing from a two-year program of 
hard-core requirements to a more 
liberal, four-yearprogram of broad- 
area selective, beginnlBginSeptem- 
ber. 

Union Appoints 
Council Director 

The appointment of Lynda Brinks 
as program director of the Uni- 
versity Union at FSU was announced 
today. 

Miss Brinks assumed her new 
position Monday. The position of 
program director was formerly fil- 
led by Marie Williams who will 
continue on the Union staff as dir- 
ector of social activities. 

Formerly head resident and coun- 
selor in Selby Scholarship House 
for Women, Miss Brinks has served 
as a counselor at Camp Tapawin- 
go in Harrison, Me., and as a 
social worker with the Florida State 
Dept. of Public Welfare. 

She has a BA degree from Wes- 
lyam College in Macon, Ga.. and 
received a master's degree in 
student personnel administration 
from FSU last trimester. 

As program director. Miss Brinks 
will coordinate the programs and 
activities sponsored by the 12 Uni- 
on stiulent committees and will as- 
sist and advise the committees In 
the planning and development of 
their events. Union Director Herb 
F. Reinhard said. 



Offering more freedom to studeitts 
who wish to map their academic 
careers according to Individual 
needs, interests and abilities, the 
changes in policy are the rerwlt of 
a two and one-half year stuoy just 
concluded by the FSU faculty. 

Like many other universities, FSU 
has for some time been concerned 
with maintaining the quality of its 
general education program and bal- 
ancing its consistency with the in- 
creasing scope of specialization re- 
quired for training in today's prof- 
essional fields, said a faculty 
spokesman. Led by the University's 
Committee on Academic Affairs, the 
Faculty Senate adopted the new reg- 
ulations giveming basic studies in 
mid-December. The change is ''to 
assure reasonable development" of 
every student's "ability to commun- 
icate clearly, to develop a sense of 
v^ues and to relate the events of 
his e3q)erience as a rational, parti- 
c^atlng citizen," said a senate 
member. The courses thus Include 
the social and natural sciences, 
history, communication and the 
broad area of humanities. 

Describing the reforms as 
"changes in principle rather than 
mechanics," Dr.StephenS. Winters, 
director of FSU*s Division of Basic 
Studies, said the new policies will 
have threefold benefits for Students: 

First, general education courses 
can be integrated throughoitt the 
average four years of a Student's 
baccalaureate studies rather than 
compressed in a restricted two- 
year time period as previously dic- 
tated. 

Second, fewer specific courses are 
required in the new43-hourprogram 
which constitutes approximately 
one-third of a stU'.' "t's academic 
career.

Apparently vying for the God-Country-Mother Soc- 
iety's Clean Old Man award. Dean of Students Harry 
P. Day and Student Body President Jim Groot rose 
up over the Christmas break to defend the chastity 
of a few of FSU's male students from the nasty clutches 
of the Tallahassee Police Dept. 

Admittedly a departm.ent that is headed by a man who 
labels statements from the dean of students "trash" 
would not be the most pleasant place for students to 
earn spendir^ money. Yet, the sanctimonious crys of 
the dean and student bod\- president seemed just as out 
of place and disastrous to public relations as the police 
chiefs remarks. 

In properly gasping tones, the two FSU officials ex- 
pressed their shock over the police dept.'s use of Uni- 
versity students as informants against homosexual sol- 
icitors. Hastily labeling the department's action as 
wrong, seemingly because it had not said "mother- 
may-I" to the University, Day and Groot (consciously 
or unconsciously) reinforced the outmoded and grad- 
ually (tying concept of *in loco parentis". 

Once again a University administrator, through a del- 
uge of emotionalistic mouthings, attempted to subvert 
student civil rights and establish the University's 
"right" to regulate the students' non-academic life. 

Because of the controversial nature of the subject 
of homosexuality, the administration is securing obed- 
ience to this dangerous concept (in loco parentis) as 
the City of Tallahassee officials have agreed not to 
use students anymore as informants. 

The city may be forced to bow down under the heat 
of the administration's passionatepiety, but the students 
must not acquiese to administrative tyranny. They must 
recognize and reject it, no matter how well cloaked in 
sentimental morality.

Third, a much wider selection of 
courses will be available from which 
a student will have greater freedom 
to choose both subject matter and 
level of depth according to his indiv- 
idual interests and abilities. 

In addition, said Winters, place- 
ment-proficiency examinations will 
be available for all basic studies 
courses. Through these tests, ex- 
emption of elementary courses in 
favor of more advanced work in the 
same area of study will be possible 
for any student who can demon- 
strate the ability for hi^r level 
courses. 

However, the total number of hours 
required in the new program will 
remain at 43 regardless of exemp- 
tions earned by examination, with 
the exception of normal transfers 
of credit hours In equivalent courses 
from, other institutions or those 
earned in an accredited advanced 
placement program, said Winters. 

Flexibility in course planning has 
been further enhanced by increases 
in the number of courses offered 
for basic studies credit, and in the 
number of departments participating 
in each of the broad areas of study. 
Winters continued. 

The new 43-hour curriculum will 
be distributed as follows, accord- 
ing to the Faculty Senate resolu- 
tion: nine semester hours in the 
area of communication (English, 
mathematics, speech, statistics, 
classics, modem language) includ- 
ir.^ basic courses In math and Eng- 
lish; six hours in the area of history. 

Also nine hours in social science 
(anthropology, economics, geo- 
graphy, government, philosophy, 
psychology, social science, soc- 
iology); nine hours in the area of 
humanities (art, classics, English, 
humanities, modem language, 
music, philosophy, religion, speech) 
with at least one course being in 
literature. 

Ten hours in the area of natural 
science (biological science, chem- 
istry, geology, meteorology, phy- 
sics, astronomy) one course of which 
must be chemistry or physics (in- 
cluding astronomy), and one whidi 
includes scheduled laboratory work, 
will also be required. 

Dr. E. L. Chalmers, dean of FSU's 
School of Arts and Sciences, has 
hailed the new program as one 
which "moves this University much 
closer to the 10 or 15 most emin- 
ent academic institutions in the na- 
tion". . . which preserves the re- 
quirement for broad exposure of 
all students to the multiple ap- 
proadies to knowledge. . . and yet 
gives each student the opportunity to 
develop a course of study that is 
both meamingful to his personal 
future and adaptable to his ability. 
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Informal rush will be Saturday from 
11 a.m. to 7 p.m. in 246, Union and 
from 1 p.m. to 4 p.m. Sunday, 
Crew said. All persons interested 
in forming a colony are urged to 
attend, he continued.

Seminole Holiday Trip Hostile 



Sheriffs Joyce And Crevasse 
Stand Behind Football Teams

The FSU cagers didn't have as long 
a Christmas vacation as mostpeople 
might think. Even though it was the 
holiday season, basketball season 
was still in full swing at FSU. 

The cagers played four games 
during the break, one of them at 
home. 

That game was played Saturday, 
Dec. 18, against the Gauchos of the 
Lniverslty of California at Santa 
Barbara, after a 115-80 setback by 

North Carolina. 

The Tribe came from behind in the 
closing minutes on sharp outside 
shooting and two driving layi^s, to 
edge the Gauchos 62-61. 

FSU took the lead in the opening 
minutes of the game, but lost ground 
on the strong inside shooting of Cal- 
ifornia's Russ Banko and 6-8 Dick 
Hallett, each of whom finished with 
20 points. 

With seven minutes left, the Gau- 
chos were ahead by seven points. 
FSU's Bill Peacock, who hurt his 
elbow early in the game, came back 
in and hit on four straight set shots. 

Jim Lyttle tied it up with two min- 
utes left to play, auid then sank a 
layup to put the Semlnoles ahead for 
keeps. 

Caiifomla's big men controlled the 
backboards through most of the game 
with Hallet bringing down 15. 

On Dec. 20 and 21, the Tribe com- 
peted in the first annual Tanq)a In- 
vitational Tournament. 

FSU, host team for the inaugural 
event, competed with the Keydets 
of VMI, the Auburn Tigers and the 
Lions of Columbia University. 

In the opening games. Auburn de- 
feated Columbia in overtime 76-75, 
and the Tribe squeaked by VMI 
65-64. 

Ahead at one time by 13 points, 
the Keydets were on top throughout 
most of the game. With two minutes 
left, however, the score was tied 
62-62. After sinking a free throw. 



Peacock tapped in a rebound for the 
Semlnoles, who held the lead until 
the end. 

The finals had the fans on the edge s 
of their seats throu^ut the entire 
game. Auburn and FSU ran a neck- 
and-neck race with the Tigers nosing 
out the Tribe at the wire. 

With 23 seconds left in the game, 
the Semlnoles were ahead 58-57. 
FSU was called for blocking, how- 
ever, and two free throws put the 
Tigers ahead 59-58. 

With nine seconds left, the Tribe 
had its chance at the free throw 
line, but was unable to connect. The 
game ended with Auburn in ftt)nt 
59-58. 

The Tribe had a second chance at 
Auburn Dec. 27 in Pensacola. The 
first half of the game was close with 
the Tigers leading 35-33, but they 
ran all over the Semlnoles in the 
final half, winning by a score of 
80-64. 

The new year found FSU in Athens, 
Ga., facing the University of 
Georgia. The Bulldogs came out on 
top by a score of 63-57. 

Both teams hit 25 field goals, but 
FSU, which had been hitting on 77 
percent of its free throws, was only 
able to connect on seven of 19 a- 
gainst the Bulldogs, who sank 13 of 
20. 

The game was marked by four tech- 
nical fouls, three for Georgia and 
one for FSU, all for protesting ref- 
erees' decisions. 

FSU isnow5-5 for the season. Five 
of the decisions have been dose, and 
four have been by one point. 

Explaining the reason for the close 
games, FSU Head Coach Bud 
Kennedy said, "I'm using a lot of 
sophomores, and you can't teach ex- 
perience. TTie team is making more 
mistakes than usual, and we've had 
more turnovers than we normally 
do, but I still think the team is im- 
proving each game. 

"Any time you can win, it's a good 
thing. Of course, we don't try to win 
by one point, but I'll take one-point

them," he continued. 

Another factor in the recent close 
decisions is the knee injury of soph- 
omore guard Darrel Stewart, K'j.- - 
nedy said. 

"He hurt his knee in the Tampa 
game," he said,"but he didn't teU 
anyone about it and we didn't notice 
it until he started to limp against 
Nortii Carolina. 

"He only played five minutes 
against North Carolina, and he didn't 
even suit up for the California 
game," said Ker.nevl'.'.

Although possessing a 4-5 season 
mark, the 'Canes boast a pair of 
junior guards with impressive scor- 
ing credentials— Rick Jones with an 
18.3 point-making average and 
Junior Gee, owning a 17.1 scoring 
output per game.

Student 
Party and University Party officials 
sought to outdo each ottier in a series 
of speeclies designed to persuade 
Keilum residents and guests that

Pany bigwigs from both sides 
attended the little-publicized func- 
tion which was conducted in the 
lounge of Keilum Hall Thursday 
night. 

The first speaker of the evening 
was University Party's favorite son. 

Student Body President Jim Groot, 
who ran a successful dark horse 
campaign during elections last 
spring. 

Groot maintained that several at 
the high points of his administra- 
tion were direct results of party 
effort — the recognition of men's 
dorms as organizations and the init- 
iation of campus buses for student 
convenience. 

'This IS your Student Govern- 
ment," Groot told his audience. 
"We're your officers and we will 
be so as long as we can serve you." 

According to Groot, service is the 
primary goal of University Party, 
but the key to its success lies In 
finances . 

Next on the list of "defenders of 
the faith" came Student Party 
leader. Gene Stearns, who advocated 
that "people make the party" as 
testified by the SP method of con- 
vention delegate selection--a solici- 
tation of students who are willing 
to participate, assured by various 
Smdent Party chairmen responsible 
for confirming the delegates' wil- 
lingness to attend the annual rally. 



"No smoke-filled rooms for SP," 
said Steams. 

Further, Steams claimed that 
under Student Party direction. FSU's 
Student Government became the 
most respected in the South. 

General goals of SP are to serve 
FSU first, to get electad second, con- 
tinued Steams. 

New Sec. of State Mel Smith con- 
tended that the differotce l>etween 
the two parties is "one tries harder, 
one gets elected". Smith said that 
UP built the image of FSU and has 
maintained it— to the credit of the 
party. 

"UP Is inclusive, not exclusive," 

Smith said, supporting his contention 




that UP's strength is in its diver- 
sity of memtiers. "We must edu- 
cate people to be aware of SG; it's 
not Mickey Mouse," he concluded. 

When Keilum host Bmce Blackwell, 
president of the dorm government, 
opened the floor for question mi 
answ«r period, both candidates for 
the presidoitlal nomination, Larry 
Gonzalez (UP) and Rick Fritz (SP), 
were asked to recoum the reasons 
they wish to run for office. 

Fritz stated that his reasons for 
nmning go back to the question of 
"why Join Student Government?" He 
said that he decided he must do 
something else than "Just exist." 

Since he became a part of SG, 
Fritz said he made his goal "to 
make SG a part of the University, a 
complementary learning process to 
educational classes". 

The evening's polite, political Jabs 
boiled down to one main difference 
between the parties; the method of 
student participation, with the same 
general goal shared by both parties 
I.e., to serve. 
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While many university professors are reluctant to 
hear what their students think of them, instructors at 
the California State College in Los Angeles are wil- 
ling to pay for the information. 

The results of a student-faculty conducted faculty 
evaluation poll are printed in a student publication 
called "Prof-ile" which is sold in the college book- 
store for $.30. Such devotion to excellence is ad- 
mrrable and should be an inspiration to instructors 
at this institution. 

Unlike the faculty members at California State 
College who said that no professor should fear stu- 
dent opinion, after the FSU teacher evaluation of 
last spring this University's instructors seemed ready 
to pay to have the results kept secret. 

Student Government will very shortly begin work 
on the second effort at faculty evaluation by students. 
This time students will not be placated by thin excuses 
and slow up tactics that characterized the last 
evaluation. 

Instructors outside, and some inside, this University 
have admitted the value of such evaluations and the use 
of published results —without naming individual in- 
structors if need be. 

We hope, and expect, that faculty and adminstrators 
concerned with the evaluation will follow the example 
of the California faculty and this time cooperate fully 
with the student evaluating committee. 

Such great expectations should not go unrealized at 
a great institution of higher leamii^.

FSU gave the weather bureau a 
lesson in hurricane-taming as It 
resisted the storm warnings to down 
the 'Canes of the University of 
Miami 78-62 Friday night In Tully

Gary Schull's 17 points paced the 
Seminoles, whose defensive play 
sliced Miami's 87 point game aver- 
age by 25 points In the winning 
effort. 

The Hurricanes' stellar guards. 
Junior Gee and Rick Jones, were 
stopped on six and 14 points, res- 
pectively. Gee was averagli^ 17 
points per game, Jones 18. 

The Tribe staned off slowly in 
the contest and then pulled away, 
leading by 21 points at one time 
during the game. FSU shot 56 per- 
cent from the floor and 60 percent 
from the charity line. 

Miami's effort was stifled on the 
aggressive defensive play of guards 
jlm Lyttle and Darrel Stewart, and 
the rebounding of SchuU. 



'I'll tell you, 1 wouldn't trade my 
two little guards for Miami's two," 
said eager Coach Bud Kennedy after 
the game. "Stewart did a terrific 
job breaking that ball out of there," 
he added. 

Schull hauled 15 rebounds off the 
boards and drew praise from Ken- 
nedy for his worlt. 

"The difference In the game was 
our good tenacious defense," said 
Kennedy. "Schull did a good Job 
on the boards," he added. 

As a result, the Mlamians shot 
a 28.4 percent from the floor, and 
missed 58 baskets. 

The 'Canes were not entirely out 
of the contest, however, as forward 
Mike Wittman wiund upas scoring 
leader .ui both sides for the night, 
bucketing 31 points. 

The clash was marred by 52 per- 
sonal fouls being called — 24 on the 
Hurricanes and 28 on the Seminoles.

On the eve of the Student Party convention, one of 
the party's highest executives has resigned in protest. 

In a statement to the "Flambeau" late yesterday, 
Jeff Gorelick, vice chairman of the executive council 
of the Student Party, announced his resignation on the 
grounds that Student Party was more concerned with 
"mudslinging" than building a student-orientated poli- 
tical parly. 

When questioned about Gorelick* s 
withdrawal. Student PartyChairman 
Bruce Robinson said that he was 
"not too surprised" and that he 
rather "expected it" although he 
declined to name reasons why. 
"I'm really not too upset aliout it, 
but it was a rather petty resigna- 
tion," he concluded. 

Gorelick" s withdrawal from the 
party was reportedly prompted by 
actions of various party leaders who, 
according to Gorelick, Ignored all 
his suggestions, ideas and offers to 
help build the party into an organ- 
ization of "stewards at Aelr con- 
stituency". 
Gorelick, in his letter of resig- 
nation to Robinson, said, "In my 
position as vice chairman of the 
Student Party Executive Council, 1 
clamored continuously in an attempt 
to plant some roots of positive 
thinking. 

"Mv su^stions have not been 
accepted," he continued. "My ideas 
have been cast aside In favor of that 
old SP stand-by, mudslinging. And 
dn\one keeping up onthepreconven- 
tior. propaganda cannot help but be 
aware of the dominant theme of the 
Student Party candidates. . . anti- 
Grootism. . . ' 

Further volunteering himself as a 
\ic:im of campus controversy, 
Gorelick said that he worked earn- 
estly last trimester in the belief 
that the Student Party was ready to 
abandon its negative thinking. 



He said that he was "naive enough 
to believe that they (SP members) 
had learned their lessons of the 
year previous. . . but that^ has not 
proven to be the case. . . " 

Finally toudiing on a matter of 
late interest, Gorelick revealed that 
Student Party was not the "knight 
in shining armor" when It came to 
the mistakes on the delegate list to 
the SP convention. "There were 
more mistakes than WK« public- 
ized," he said. 
Gorelick concluded his letter by 
writing, "I can no longer associate 
my name vrtth these goings on."

Rights Again 



We have written about a student bill of rights before, 
and we are writing about it again. 

The lack of such a document has other bad effects, 
more insidious than those treated earlier. 

The students living at the University are repeatedly 
told that they must subordinate their personalities to 
the welfare of the group because of the problems im- 
posed upon those living in "group situations" (right here 
it might be noted that many of these problems wouldn't 
exist if the University did not force most of the under- 
graduate women to live in dormitories). 

The University, acting "In loco parentis", delegates 
the responsibility of making rules of conduct governing 
these situations to various administrative and student 
officials. 

The students involved, particularly the Women's 
Senate and the House Councils, respond to this challenge 
with great zest, making rules left and right as though 
it was their goal to have a rule for everything. 

It is thus that "consideration" and "courtesy" come 
to mean enforced conformity. 

Where adherence is not compelled by the existence 
of a formal rule it is effected through "counseling". 

Under these conditions, the results of this emphasis 
on "group living" (irrespective of its cause) are mani- 
fold. 

Most important, however, is the fact tliat many stu- 
dents, deluged with such phrases, are deluded into 
forgetting the principle these rules claim to be based 
upon: the rights of others. 

Ask any freshman girl about this. 

She will undoubtedly tell you that such rules are only 
right and proper, and probably, if given the opportunity , 
would even add to the list of those in existence. 

In short, these people have never leamedthe meaning 
of the concept "minority rights". They do not realize 
that this concept obligates them to be tolerant of those 
who would rather live differently. 

Instead, they are led to believe that the only rights 
people have are rights to be like them. 

This way of thinking, and the rules resulting from it, 
are not at all in keeping with the American tradition of 
law. 

The thinking is unfortunate, the rules morally invalid. 
It only remains for the students to make these rules 
legally invalid as well — to pass a clear and binding 
student bill of rights. 



The purpose of this column, the

New Party Shows Promise 



To the Editor: 

Student Government Is the only 
effective vehicle for the realization 
of progress in the fulfillment of 
student body needs. Both of the older 
parties have repeatedly promised 
needed and long desired improve- 
ments in Student Government, as 
well as pledged consideration of stu- 
dent complaints in other areas, yet 
neither party has done very much 
more than promise to Investigate 
these recognized pruDlems, inequal- 
ities and criticisms.

The day of reckoning for the Seminole swimming 
team is quickly approaching, and for Coach Bim Stults 
it is probably aJl too close. 

The Tribe tankers, undefeated during their last two 
seasons of dual meet competition, open this year's 
campaign Saturday in the Union pool and the opposition 
will be the U of F Gators.

Senate Changes Elections Code 



After a 10-minute haggle over 
whether or not Bill XXV should be 
introduced at yesterday afternoon's 
Student Senate meeting and a list 
of amendments, and amendments to 
amendments, <rf the bUl were dis- 
cussed and passed, the elecUons 
code revision was put into effect. 

The bill, first read in senate Nov. 
11 by Sen'. Pam Davis and sponsor- 
ed by Sen. Bill Slzemore, amends 
the student body elections code, 
chapters 700 throiq^ 715, of the 
FSU Statutes. 

The bill, which was Intended to 
clarify the code. Includes several 
major revisions. Among them is the 
inclusion of the duties of the com- 
missioner of elections, formerly 
completely excluded from the code. 

His duties as defined include re- 
sponslbUity concerning publicity of selves. 
elMtion procedures, candidates and The bUl 
results, and enforcement of the code 
and rules pertaining to it.

Mrs. Plccard practiced piloting a 
balloon around Detroit in the spring 
of 1934, and recalls landing in apple 
orchards covered with the spring 
blossoms from the trees. 

At 7 a.m. Oct. 23. 1934. Dr. and 
Mrs. Plccard began their ascent 
from the old Ford Airport at Dear- 
bom, Mich. 

Their balloon was 175 ft. liigh and 
fUled with 600,000 cubic feet of 
hydrogou It had a pressurized gon- 
dola for the first baUoon flight into 
the stratosphere. 

Mrs. Piccard admits she doesn't 

like great heights— such as the ledge 
of a building overlooking a street— 
but she says that on a balloon flight 
she experiences no feeling of dizzy 
height. 

"Instead, there's a feeling of utter 
quiet and serenity, beautiful feeling 
that you are part of eternity," she 

said. 

Their flight lasted until 3 p.m. and 
since it was above clouds which 
completely obscured what was be- 
low, there was a little concern, she 
recalls, lest they had drifted over 
the Atlantic. 

The sound of a train whistle as 
they came down was a reassuring 
note, she said. They landed at Cadiz, 
Ohio. 

The information her husband col- 
lected about cosmic rays was more 
extensive than any learned on non- 
manned flights up to 1947. 

Mrs. Piccard herself won the Har- 
mon Trophy for her flight but, al- 
though she stUl has her pilot's li- 
cense^ she has only made one bal- 
loon flight since the first one. 
This was with her son Donald in 
1947. He now manufactures balloOTS 
In California.

Center Proposed 

A proposal has been made to es- 
tablish a study center in Florence, 
Italy, operating on a seven^onth 

year, announced Dr. R.R;Oglesby, 
FSU professor of govemment,today. 
The period will begin Sept. 1 and 
end Mar. 31. There are openings for 
approximately 100 smdents, re- 
stricted to sophomores. Juniors and 
a few graduate students. 

The departments available for 
study are Italian language, English 
literature, government, history, 
classics, humanities and religion. 
Each field will offer a wide variety 
of courses. 

Oglesby said that students would 
pay in addition to transponatlon: 
$260 registration, $12 student in- 
surance, $440 food, $330 room, $40 
activity and hospital fee and $18 
building fee. 

Oglesby heads the committee for the 
planning of the Florence study 
center. Students ir,:erested in par- 
ticipating in this overseas study pro- 
gram are urged to contact Oglesby. 

The seven members of the first 
group of participating faculty will be 
drawn from the seven departments 
sponsoring the program. 

The first proposed group of faculty 
consists of: Dr. AzzurraGlvens.Dr. 
Jackson Lee Ice, Dr. Adolph Karl, 
Dr. Harry Morris, Dr. R.R. Oglesby, 
Dr. Joseph G. Piescla and Dr. 
Ralph V. Turner. 

Students selected for the program 
will be carefully screened to det- 
ermine wheicber they possess the 
emotional maturity necessary for 
extended overseas study. Oglesby 
said. Principal emphasis in the pro- 
gram will be on the ability of the 
students to maintain self-discipline 
and self-government while living 
abroad, he continued. 

Study abroad will not only improve 
the training of the students, but it 
will also provide opportunities for 
their professors to continue their 
own studies and research, Oglesby 
concluded.

Noting these facts, we can't 
say FSU "won"- only that Loyola was 20 points worse. 

If the Seminoles put on other exhibitions like Mon- 
day's too often, the remainder of the season could be 
rougher than it now looks. 

Saturday night the Tribe meets Memphis State, 
a team that boasts one of the finest guards in the 
nation. 

Mike Butler, a 6-2 sophomore sensation, led the 
Tiger freshmen over the FSU frosh last year. 

Butler's ball-handling antics and red hot shooting 
ability should provide an interesting challenge for 
the Seminole backcourt duo of Lyttle and Stewart. 

New Big Baseball Schedule 

Coach Fred Hatfield has promised FSU baseball 
fans more baseball than ever before this season 
and from the looks of the tentative schedule he re- 
leased this week the Tribe will be playing almost daily. 

In addition to the regular schedule, Hatfield has set 
up two tournaments in March. Including the NCAA 
playoff games. FSU could play as many as 52 games. 

The season opens Mar. 14 when the Kentucky Wild- 
cats invade Tallahassee. The .SEC Open Invitational 
Tournament is slated here with Tennessee, Mississippi

While compiling a 26-8 won-loss 
record last year he led the National 
League for the fourth consecutive 
year in earned run average with 

2.04. 

To finish out the baseball season 
Koufax won two World Series games 
against the Minnesota Twins and be- 
came recipient of the Cy Young 
Award as the majors' outstanding 
pitcher.

Once again student politics has showi itself to be 
more than a five-finger exercise in Calvin Pureheart 
politics with the accusations by Student Party that 
probable University Party presidential candiate Larry 
Gonzalez was not academically qualified to run. 

Such accusations can be only suppositions at best 
or misinformation at worst, since grade point aver- 
ages are not public information which the registrar's 
office is free to reveal to anyone other than the stu- 
dent. 

While the registrar's policy functions to protect the 

student from possible needless embarrassment or 
worse, it indirectly leads, in politics, to the rumors 
that are now circulating about Gonzalez. 

Since it is now impossible to verify or deny rumors 
because" of the registrar's policy, doubt and uncertainty 
plague any responsible attempt to clear up the muddled 
affairs of campus politics. 

The solution to this problem is obvious. If and when 
a situation similar to the present one arises, where 
the best interests of the University are not being served 
by administrative secrecy, tiie administration should 
release the crucial information through the "Flambeau" 
and thus eliminate needless, and possibly malicious, 
charges and counter-charges. 

This is not to say that the "Flambeau" should have 
free access to all student records, but only that the 
paper should be able to fulfill its function of getting 
the right facts, and not guesses, to the student body. 

In the case of student politicians, this is particularly 
true since the student body must have full Itnowledge 
of the kind of people that will lead and represent it. 

Not only would such a "check system" feasibly 
cut down on the mud-slinging, but it would eliminate 
mich of the political back-scratching cover-up efforts 
that have occur redin past administrations. 

Politics at FSU has gotten to be a serious business 
and like any other big business could breed its robber 
barons. To keep that from happening, the students of 
FSU need this check on the zealous campus "leaders".

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Argumentation SU Condemnation ^ 



To the Editor: 

It seems that monologue may have 
begun t J give way to dialogue. Mr. 
Johnson's latest riebuttal shows con- 
siderably less emotion than his 
previous articles. Perhaps argu- 
mematlon will replace condemna- 
tion? 

Mr. Jolmson writes, "I still con- 
tend that the most vehement antl- 
conununists are those who know the 
most about It..." Examples, I sup- 
pose, would Include Robert Welch, 
Carl Mclntyre, Joseph McCarthy, et 
al., as these splendid Americans 
are certainly among the most vehe- 
ment anticommunists, therefore, 
they must know the most about it. 
1 dare say that tills little argument 
is unsound from a logical point of 
view I 

Concerning my use of the concept 
"sympathy", Mr. Johnson refuses to 
consider the full Implications of the 
notion. Net only sympathy toward 
Marxism, but toward any doctrine 
or ideology professing ideas con- 
trary to cultural, social and moral 
indoctrination, I.e., any set o£ ideas 
that are counter to the prevailing 
values of the society. Examples of 
other such notions would Include 
atheism, racism, communism, 
faclsm or any '.her extreme posi- 
tion (yes, I do feel that communism 
is essentially an extreme position 
in the sense that It Is both too 
moralistic and too romantic. I.e., 
unrealistic). Sympatliy, however, 
encourages deep and possible In- 



sightful criticism and understand- 
ing, whereas bias and prejudice 
lead inevitably to rejection and con- 
demnation. 

Mr. Johnson took the liberty to 
paraphrase a statement which 1 made 
concerning freedom of Inquiry, 
Interpreting the statement to mean 
"that Marxism-Communism is not 
incompatible with freedom". This 
was not my Intention at all! Rather, 
If I Implied anything. I Implied that 
our beloved system is not as free 
and sacred as it could be. 

Using free In quotes was meant 
only as a device questioning the 
possibility that Americanism-Capi- 
talism Is less a free system than 
many would like to think or believe. 
Cenalnly Mr. Johnson will have to 
admit that Americanism-Capitalism 
is no Utopia any more tlian Marxism- 
Communism is a glorious success. 

And it is not so much a matter 
of degree as a matter of perspec- 
tive (sympathy again!). To the aver- 
age Russian or Chinese, material 
goods and services are moredesir- 
able than civil liberties, whereas in 
the US and the West, since we al- 
ready have material prosperity, 
civil liberties: are more essential 
and more cherished. 

It seems reasonable t'l assume -.hat 
if virtually any person, whether from 
a Communist orDemocratic society, 
is f!jrced to choose between food, 
clothing and protection as opposed 
to civU liberties (e.g., freedom of 
speech, to assemble, to petition. 



etc.) that he would choose ir j 
well-being to "natural right.-' 
"Right and wrong have ab; 
no meaning to me," wri;- 
Johnson, however, "truthhas 
Ing". Since 1 don't know w 
"truth" is, I must prevail up 
Johnson to Inform me not 
the meaning of the truth, but 
truth itselfl

"Right now our strongest point 
has to lie with our freestylers," 
said the swimming mentor. "Out- 
standing Dick Abbott swims the in- 
dividual medlev and the freestyle, 
Tom Lloyd is a strong freestyler and 
highly touted sophomore Seele> 
Feldmeyer specializes in the free- 
style," commented Stults. 

The tankers have had to put in long 
hours to get ready for the first meet 
against the reptiles from downstate. 

"I discovered after the Gar:,e: .i- d 
Gold meet Dec. 4 that we needeti 
more endurance swimming and that 
we were not in the physical condition 
we needed to be in at the time," said 
Stults. 

The L' uf F is or.h the first of a 
series of tough opponents right at the 
beginning of the season. The Semln- 
oles swim the Gators and Georgia 
Tech at home before packing their 
bags for a road trip to North Carol- 
ina State, East Carolina and the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. 

"We might have our most difficulty 
with North Carolina State," said 
Stults. "In faa. all three Carolina 
teams will rank as our rougliest 
competition after the Gators." 

The reptiles will rely on two Ail- 
Americans from last year's squad 
which only lost one man by graihia- 
tion. Butterflyer and sprinter Tom 
Dloguardi and backstroker Blan- 
chwl Tual are the swimmers to 
watch for the Gaton In dw duel to- 
morrow.

"Our frosh team is riddled with 
illness at this time and we have no 
All-American high schoolers. How- 
ever, we have some very finefiresh- 
men, among them backstroker Hod 
Gray, who was second in the State 
last year, Steve McNemey, a dis- 
tance man and John Thompson, a but- 
terflyer," Stults explained.

The New Party Intends to see a 
bill of student rights become an 
amendment to the Student Body Con- 
stitution as part of its platform, an- 
nounced Parris Glendening, party 
spokesman, today. 
Accordli^ to Glendoiing. the bill 
is necessary, "If for no reasonthan 
to insure each student every oppor- 
tunity to maintain his individual dig- 
nity and respect, as well as safe- 
guard his reputation and future." 
The following is the proposed bill 
of student r^hts sought by New 
Party: 

I. All students shall have the free- 
dom of religious choice, and 
the freedom to practice their chosen 
faith. The University shall make no 
law abridging this freedom. 

II. All students shall have the free- 
dom to petition, the freedom to 
peaceably assemble and freedom of 
the press. 

III. All students shall have the right 
to a fair and Impartial trial by their 
peers. This includes the right to 
be assumed innocent until proven 
guilty. 

IV. All students shall have the right 
to trial by an impartial jury of their 
own peers (which shall mean that 
the student has the right to challenge 
prospective Jurors when he has 
reason to believe they are biased). 
The student shall also have the 
right to waive trial by jury if he 
so chooses. 

V. All students shall have the right 
to stand silent without this being 
taken as a presumption of guilt or 
being used to justify conviction. 

VI. Each student shall have the right 
to testify in his own behalf. He 
shall be granted whatever reason- 
able time he may need in order to 
prepare his defense. 

VII. Every student shall have the 
right to counsel, legal or otherwise. 

VIII. Every student shall have the 
right to be informed of the charges 
against him and to hear all evi- 
dence against him, as well as any- 
thing relevant to his defense. 

IX. Every student shall have the 
right to be confronted by his ac- 
cusers. 

X. Every student shall have the 
right to cross-examine witnesses 
against him, regardless of their 
status within the University. 



XI. Every student shall have the 
right to appeal and not be punished 
•until he lias exhausted the means of 
appeaL 

Xn. No student whose case is pro- 
cessed in any way by local. State <^r 
federal courts shall be prosecuted 
by the University for the same case, 
nor sliall the University punish him 
in any manner for this same offense, 
xm. No student shall be pros«mted 
by the University exc^ under clear 
and well-defined statutes. 

XIV. No smdent shall be prosecuted 
by the University for conduct or in- 
cidents which take place during va- 
cations, term breaks or when he is 
outside the limits of Leon County. 

XV. Student organizations (whether 
social, political, religious, service 
or whatever) shall have the same

15 Minutes 



Faculty Senate has graciously consented to allow the 
"Flambeau" 15 minutes Wednesday at its regular meet- 
ii^ to explain why the paper should be allowed to cover 
senate meetings and on what conditions this could be 
accomplished. 

Since 15 minutes is hardly enough time to allow any 
kind of meaningful debate between the faculty and ' ' Flam- 
beau" on the merits of the paper's position, we feel that 
the members of the Faculfy Senate would be better 
prepared to hear the "Flambeau" if we briefly outline 
the paper's position once more. 

As the letters to the editor on the basic studies 
changes have indicated, the students of this University 
are interested in the reasons for academic changes 
made by the Faculty Senate and, as the victims of the 
changes, would like to have the chance to present their 
opinions to the faculty. 

The "Flambeau" would like to be, and should be, 
the medium for keeping the students informed of the 
academic affairs that obviously play an important part 
in their lives, and at the same time function to keep 
the faculty aware of student opinion on academic matters. 

Administrative and faculty members from Dean of 
Students Harry Day to Dr. Wayne Minnick, member of 
the Faculty Senate Steering Committee, have admitted 
the validity of the "Flambeau's" request, but have 
questioned whether or not there is a way to accomplish 
this noble end without exposing faculty members to 
adverse public reaction should a faculty member present 
an unpopular viewpoint on any non-academic matter 
that the legislative body might consider. 

To prevent such an embarrassing situation from 
arising, the Faculty Senate presently follows an un- 
written policy of not allowing reporters to attend 
meeting^ unless they have been specially invited by the 
senate, thus practicing de facto censorship through a 
decidedly negative outlook. 

This policy takes on an even darker aspect when 
faculty representatives admit that the senate very sel- 
dom discusses matters which would jeopardize the Uni- 
versity's reputation in the local and State community. 

The "Flambeau" proposes a more positive policy 
which would still permit the faculty closed door sessions 
on non-academic, potentially explosive issues. 

We feel that it would be both reasonable and just if 
the Faculty Senate would allow reporters to attend and 
report all meetings unless the senate should specifically 
request the reporters not to attend a particular meeting 
or part of a meeting because non-academic matters of 
a violently controversial nature would be considered. 

We ask the faculty senators to give this proposal 
serious consideration between now and Wednesday's 
meeting.

With election fever spreadii^ somewhat like the 
great plague . even so far as to take one of our editors 
from us — dona eis requiem — it is once again necessary 
for the "Flambeau" to clarify its position in relation 
to student political campaigns. 

As much as certain political factions would like to 
convince the campus otherwise, the "Flambeau" does 
not and will not bias itself in favor of one particular 
candidate or party during the campaign. 

All candidates will have equal opportunity to submit 
propaganda to the paper and have it printed. If there 
seem to be more news releases from one candidate 
or party than another, it's only because that person or 
group is working a little bit harder to get elected. 

The "Flambeau" is acutely aware of its unique 
position as a monopoly press and feels that it is acting 
in the best interest of the student body not to favor or 
actively back a candidate either through preferential 
treatment or editorial endorsement. 

Because the "Flambeau", unlike many other campus 
newspapers, chooses not to make decisions for the 
constituency, it therefore limits its campaign activity 
to being a public forum for the candidates and the 
electorate. 

This policy places a greater responsibility on the 
Student bocfy than normally weighs down the average 
group of voters, since it means that each voter must 
keep up daily with the campaign so that he may make 
an intelligent choice on election day. 

There can be no cliquish king-makers at FSU, either 
in Student Government or in the "Flambeau". Only the 
informed and concerned electorate has that kind 
of power.

To the Editor: 

It is very evident that there are 
many students on this campus who 
aie not very satisfied with student 
government. Most of us that have 
shown little if any Interest in studoit 
government have adopted this so- 
called "apathy" becnue to us, stu- 
dent government has always seemed 
a social club, or else a proving 
ground for poUdclans-to-be. Student 
government was to us only an exten- 
sion of prlvUege to those who ex- 
pressed a desire to be before the 
public eye and who enjoyed feeling 
important. 

Most of us, I feel, did not hold any- 
thing personally against any of these 
duly elected leaders — as we didn't 
know them — but simply felt that 
they were a self -perpetuating group, 
a small group sharing essentially 
the same Interests and ambitions, a 
group which looked upon student 
government as a nteans to further 
their own careers, and as an Institu- 
tion which reinforced their own 
polnt-«f-view. 

Student government, then, had be- 
come synonymous with the interest 
of this group. This has been our 
Image of student government at FSU 
(and 1 sincerely feel that 1 speak for 
more than myself), and there has 
been no reason to alter this belief, 
despite the fact some of us thought 



that one of last year's candidates 
was not of this group originally. 

The fact that a group of students has 
taken the initiative to form a third 
{Mrty on campus seems to demon- 
strate to me, at least, that some 
members of the student body feel 
that the state of student government 
Is not hopelessly unchangeable. Al- 
though I must admit that lama little 
skeptical as to their chances to alter 
the status quo to any great extent, 
that is, to bring about any changes 
in the way things are done so as to 
insure the aclilevement of other stu- 
dent interests than Just those con- 
nected with student government, 1 
must admit that I am both interested 
and excited about the possibilities 
of this group who call themselves 
appropriately enough, the New Parry. 

This letter is only my way of saying 
Good Luck and I hope that you at 
least engender some activity In the 
so-called "apathetic maj rlty" of 
the student body, if your views are 
as I have been led to understand.

Gary Keller, 6-9, and Jeff Ram.sey, 
6-10, control the backboards for the 
Gators. 

"Keller has quick, cat-like moves, 
good hands, deft shooting from the 
Inside and a great feel for tip-ins," 
Sloan said.

Gators Tame Seminoles Again

The U of F Gators, leading by a 
slim point at halMme, came diarg- 
ing'back onto the floor after inter- 
mission and oomidetely outclassed 
die Seminoles last nij^, rolling to 
a 74-65 win In Tully Gym. 

The Seminoles controlled the op- 
ening tip biit were unable to get a 
shot away when Gary Schull was tied 
up underneath by Jeff Ramsey. 

After an exdiange of errant shots, 
Schull finally broke the scoring ice 
with a short ivanp shot with almost 
a minute gone by. 

Two more points by Schull put the 
Tribe in front before Skip Higley 
put the Gators on the scordioard 
with a charity toss. 

With 16 minutes left' In the half, the 
U of F knotted the score at 5-5, but 
the Seminoles qfulckly regained the 
lead on a 20-foot jumper by Darrel 
Stewart. 

The Tribe steadily increased its 
lead and vben Peacodc hit a 30 foot- 
er the scordward read 12-6 with 
less than 15 minutes left in the half. 

Two minutes later Schull hit a shot 



from underneath, putting the Sem- 
inoles in front by eight, 18-10. 
The Gators were not out of it, 
though, and when the FSU guns sud- 
denly went cold the determined rep- 
tiles fought back to take a 19-18 
lead. 

Lyttle put the Seminoles back on 
top with a jumper from the base 
line, but Gary Keller returned the 
lead to the Gainesville side and a 
pair of free throws by Gary McEl- 
roy gave the Gators a three-point 
lead which they never relinquished. 

The Gators extended their lead to 
five points, but the Seminoles fought 
back and with 23 seconds left were 
trailing by only one point. 

Going for Ae last siwt Lyttle was 
fouled but missed tbe first shot of 
a one-and-one situation and the half 
ended 35-34 with the Gators out 
front. 

Tbe slim Gator lead In the first 
half held a nine to eight advantage 
as ttey oomwcted on 82 percent of 
their free throws against 58 for the 
Tribe.

Student Senate came forth with its 
own ideas of "visiting hours" in 
Faculty Senate yesterday in Moore 
Au<tttorium when it passed a reso- 
lution recomendlng admittance to 
students. 

The meeting was called to a halt 
because a quorum was not present, 
reportedly because many women 
senators left to go to sorority rush. 

In what was probably the shortest 
meeting to date during the 18th 
session, the student legislative body 
passed three amendments to the 
original resolution which was intro- 
duced last week. 

The resolution, as amended by the 
Labor. Student Services and Edu- 
cation Committee whldj studied the 
proposed measure under Smi. Susan 
Richardson, recommended that the 
student body president be invited 
weekly to the meetings of Faculty 
Senate. 

The resolution also readthat afac- 
ulty senator be selected to report to 
ttm "Flambeau" the happenings in 



Faculty Senate. 
The third point in tiie resolution 
suggested that "intensive effort be 

taken hy Student Senate and Faculty 
Senate to use joint student-faculty 
committees as a means of better 
representing both concerns In issues 
relating to both." 
Sen. Rick Fritz, Student Party 
contender for the office of student 
body president, tried unsuccessfully 
to insert a time limit in the report- 
ing clause of the resolution on the 
grounds that "we want to know what's 
going on now. not three weeks from 
now." 

Fritz's proposed amendment was 
defeated. 

Another attempt to table the bill 
was met with Miss Richardson's 
report that the Faculty Senate "Is 
waiting for the Student Senate to 
produce something concrete". The 
tabling motion was also defeated.

As one smiling New Paiiy member said when she 
found out about the coalition with the University Party. 
"It's in the finest tradition of European politics." 

However, as a not too thorough glance around the cam- 
pus would indicate, this is not Europe, nor are the con- 
ventions of European politics going to help much in 
understanding exactly what effect this coalition will have 
on the coming executive election. 

For the UP, the coalition apparently will yield a 
positive through the creation of a double negative. They 
are probably not going to gain any new support over last 
year since bothNPandUParegoingafter approximately 
the same kind of voter. On the other hand, however, 
they are not going to lose voters by splitting this common 
group between the two parties. 

For the New Party, the coalition means staying alive. 
Because of its late entry into the race, and because of 
the party's reported inability to produce a strong presi- 
dential candidate, more than likely the NP would have 
run a poor third in the election, thus effectively taking 
it out of campus politics. 

Having discreetly chosen survival over inflexible 
idealism, NP should be able to gather enough strength 
to make a real impact on the senatorial races later 
this year. 

It is in the senate that the NP will be able to most 

effectively put into practice its far-seeing platform, 
which the party claims is its prime function anyway — 
and not the search for glory of a leather padded chair 
on the Union's third floor. 

These are the results that NP and UP admit they'd 
like to see and which they believe are quite possible. 
However, left unsaid is what the coalition will mean for 
the Student Party. 

On the bread and butter' level the coalition means that 
Student Party will be about $250 behind the NP-UP group. 
With coalition candidates declaring support by both 
parties, they will be able to get monetary support from 
both groups instead of just one as is customary. 

If nothing else. Student Party isgoingtobe outmonied 
by two-to-one — a very critical handicap. 

Too, the Student Party image has been taking it on the 
chin for the past two weeks as the pure-in-heart NP has 
missed no opportunity to remind SP of ' its sins, lately 
using SP executive chairman Gene Steams as its chief 
target. 

While privately crying dirty pool, SP leaders have yet 
to effectively respond through a public, printed argu- 
ment. 

Should they continue this attitute of private pain and 
public silence, the election will have been over yester- 
day afternoon.

The U of F Gators raked the Seminoles over the 
basketball coals for the second time this year Tuesday 
night and taught some bitter lessons in basketbal 
fundamentals aloi^ the way. 

The difference in the game was simple — the Semin- 
oles were outclassed by the bigger, faster and stronger 
Gators. 

This is not to say that the Seminoles are a poor 
team, but Tuesday night they weren't anywhere near 
the ability of the U of ¥ cagers. 

The Seminoles have showed some glaring fundamental 
weaknesses in their last few games, and especially 
Tuesday night. 

Free throw shooting, an area where earlier in the 
season the Tribe was most proficient, has suddenly 
become a nightmare. 

The Seminoles hit on only 17 of 30 free throws for a 
.567 average compared to a .750 clip for the Gators. 
Against their last three opponents, the Seminoles have 
hit on only .561 of their charity tosses while the 
opposition has connected on .659. 

In the rebounding department the Seminoles were 
hurt in their play against the Gators. Although the 
statistics showed both teams pulling down an equal 
number, the Seminoles were not getting their rebounds 
where they needed them most — off their own boards. 
Throughout the second half the Tribe was stopped on 
only a single shot at a time as the Gator big men. 
using their height advantage to the fullest extent, swept 
the errant shots away. 

There are 12 games left on the schedule — enough 
to salvage a strong winning season if the Seminoles 
can overcome their weaknessess.

senior standing, and give him a big 
staff to do an efficient job of in- 
vest4;atlon." 

Fritz said he would make the at- 
torney general an elected offlclal 
to take the office out of politics. 
"That's also why I'd like to have 
a senior in that office — so he 
wouldn't be making it a step- 
ping stone to some other office." 

"The attorney general would still 
be the chief interpreter of the Con- 
stitution and Statutes, but his other 
Cabinet duties such as head of the 
seating committee could be taken 
over by the other Cabinet mem- 
bers," Fritz continued. 

"To balance the prosecuting at- 
torney, I'd like to see a public 
defender system set up so that If 
a student needed help and didn't 
know who to ask he'd be able to 
get help firom the oourt,*' said 
Fritz.' 

"These public defenders would be 
qualified students, faculty or staff. 
Of course, the student woiddn'thave 
to use the public defender. He could 
use any counselor that he wants," 
Fritz pointed out. 

Fritz said he also wants to see all 
the student courts from house coun- 
cils on up brought under one con- 
sistent system that would protea 
the defendent durough legal 
due process. 

On die highest level, said Fritz, 
this would mean scrqiping all the 
confusing so-called appellate courts 
which are cluttering up the land-

It would be nice to say "we're surprised", that we 
really thought that Facul^ Senate would relent, practice 
some of the tenets of freedom that it mouths, show an 
interest in encouraging student concern with academics, 
see to it that the students of FSUgot a FULL education; 
it would be nice to say, but we can't. 

We recognized that the Faculty Senate, being a human 
institution, would very likely not change its position, 
would uphold the status quo. Therefore, we were not 
really too surprised that the senate did not make the 
changes we requested. 

What did come as a surprise was the information from 
informed sources tiiat the legislators did not even con- 
sider the "Flambeau" proposal, nor apparently did they 
have any intention of considering the proposal when they 
invited the "Flambeau" to speak. 

According to the sources, the only procedural changes 
considered which came out of committee ignored the 
"Flambeau" completely. One had to do with inviting the 
student body president and vice president to Faculty 
Senate committee meetings and sessions. The other was 
a proposal to maintain the status quo. 

That one passed. 

Even the most unsubtle mind— even a student— should 

be able to see that the Faculty Senate apparently asked 
the "Flambeau" to speak as a kind of meaningless 
gesture: just a little something to placate the grumbling 
student malcontents so they would roll over and go back 
to their tinker toys and stop bothering the busy men 
of the world. 

In the light of this condescending action, it seems 

ironical, to say the least, that one faculty senator was 
more interested intlecturing the paper for its poor 
editorial manners than in discussing issues. 

Despite the Faculty Senate's attempts to ignore and 
insult the "Flambeau" we will — with Christian charity — 
overlook these incidents and continue our efforts to 
make this a uniwrsity for students as well as "Herr 
Professor".

League in batting six times, and led 
in RBI's four times.

to the student body. 

Two things make Erickson's timing interesting. First, 
it precisely coincides with the campus presidential 
campaign which has had as one of its major issues for 
all parties the revision of the court system. Second, the 
timing is interesting because of its length. 

It has been over six months since the eager-beaver 
attorney general volunteeredto right the wrongs of FSU's 
judicial system. 

Even giving Ericksonand Gollertime off to shoot a few 
holes of golf or play a couple hands of bridge, six 
months was entirely too long to make obviously needed 
changes, especially when it was a silent six months. 

By working so slowly and quietly (either from the 
smoothness of the operation, or lack of anything sub- 
stantial to talk about), the attorney general has per- 
formed a great disservice to the candidates of this 
election and the student body. 

Choosing, for a change, a real issue to campaign 
about (judicial reform) FSU's politicos have been left 
high and dry by the sudden and unannounced appearance 
of the white knight of jurisprudence. 

Sources close to Erickson said that the revision re- 
port could have been out sooner — wiiich would have 
been fairer to the politicos, who were under the 
impression judicial reform was still an unexplored 
well as the student body — except for some 
political differences between Goller and the present 
administration . ' ' 

Therefore, it is a qualified congratulations which 
must be extended the attorney general for performing 
a needed, though tardy public service.

To the Editor: 
One more time to Fred McDonald: 
Once again Mr. McDonald has ju- 
bilantly skipped down his primrose 
path completely unscratched by 
those thorns of reason which he 
seems to so revere . 

He begins by quoting me: "I still 
contend that the most vehenent antl- 
communlsts are those who know the 
mos: j.ii.u: i:..." (The rest of the 
sentence read "... which is why 1 
listed four ex-communists as re- 
putable sources.") 

He continues: "Examples, I sup- 
pose, would include Robert Weldi, 
Carl Mclntyre, Joseph McCarthy, 
et. al., as these splendid Amerjcans 
are certainly among the most vehe- 
ment anti-communists, therefore 
they must know the most about it. 
I dare say," he smugly adds, "that 
this little (argument: is unsound 
from a logical point of view." 

Alas for this hypothesis. The evi- 
dence to the contrary is dwastating. 
For Mr. McDonald's sake, I hope 
his philosophy professors haven't 
read his letter. Welch's vehement 
attacks on what he calls "commun- 
ism" are directed at such men as 
Eisenhower, Rusk, Kenned\ , et. al. 
Welch's assaults on true com- 
munism (the Russian a:-d Chinese 
variety) usualU read "godless com- 
munism" or "our enemy sworn to 
bury us." These are hardly vdw- 
ment statements. 

But maybe 1 should simplify my 
logic. Let's try this: A) Mr. McDon- 
ald thinks diat Welch is a vehement 
anti-oonununlst. B) Welch's only ve- 
hement attadts are directed a: men 
such as Eisenhower. C) Therefore 
Mr. McDonald thinks Elsenhower is 
a communist. 

Doubtless, the conclusion is false 
but it serves to invalidate Mr. 
McDonald's logic, not mine. 

Mr. McDonald then protests that 
my paraphrase of his sentence was 
not his intention at all. His sentence 
read: "Marxism and communism, 
no matter how undemocratic the;, 
may appear, are alternatives that 
can be considered b\ the 'free' 
citizen in this country." 1 inter- 
preted it : "Mandsm-Communism 



are not Incompatible with freedom." 
"This was not my intention at alll" 
he later shouts, whereupon he in- 
forms us he was comparing both 
systems to Utopia ^which he hadn't 
previously mentioned). 

It is not my Intention to impute 
any disloyalty to Mr. McDonald, as 
he seems to think. 1 only wish to 
point out that, in anger, he made a 
rash statement, which is quite ex- 
cusable, and that he should be wil- 
ling to admit it. 

Then, as is his custom, he demands 
a definition of truth, since to him it 
is absolutist and metaphysical. To an 
extent he is quite right. For clarity, 
I might have added that I had no 
abstract concept in mind. I might 
have added diat if nothing were 
establi^ed as true we would still 
live in caves. 1 n^iffiA have added 
that there are still some who reject 
the heliocentric explanation of the 
solar system. In short I might have 
added that hy truth I meant fact or 
that which is proven. But Mr. Mc- 
Donald would, no doubt, have found 
all that unsympathetic or anti- 
intellectual. 

If my emotion has disapfjeared, as 
he suggests, certainly his has romp- 
ed home to fill the void. 

The "Flambeau" has been 
generous with its space to both of 
us but Mrith the upcoming elections 1 
feel that Mm space could be used 
on topics of more general interest tc 
the student body as a whole. There- 
fore, if Mr. McDonald Is Intentupon 
further pursuing this argument , I

under president Tom Sisco have 
been infiltrated by two left wing 
factions. The ultimate goal seems to 
be the idea that two political fac- 
tions, of two extremes, could join 
together In order to discredit the 
US policy In Vietnam," said Erick- 
son. 

He further stated that his office 
i^^reciates the right of any groi^ 
to organize and present its ideas 
in a respectful manner. However, 
he said he questions the integrity 
of those students Involved when they 
seek to dupe the student body of FSU. 

Officials first became aware of tlie 
apparent "talce over" when a poster 
was noticed announcing a single 
meeting of the Young Republican 
League and the Vietnam Study Group, 
a newly-organized discussion groi^ 
which will submit admittedly 
"slightly" biased reports for publi- 
cation in the "Flambeau", said 
Erickson. 

The spokesman for the new group 
added that the move was necessary 
"iiecause a left wing discussion 
groiq) couldn't be sponsored on cam- 
pus". He said that therefore, they 
wanted as little publicity as pos- 
sible. 

Dr. Harry P. Day, dean of stu- 
dents, said that he was watching the 
groxsp with Interest. No request 
was made for sponsorship of a new 
groi^, he said. He continued that he 
approved of the discussions as a 
means of free expression regard- 
less of their backing. 

Dr. Vincent TTiursby, asst. dean 
of the Graduate School and tem- 
porary advisor to the Sisco YRC, 
expressed concern over the situa- 
tion. He said he hoped tliat the 
Young Republicans cancorrea the 
problem within dieir own ranks. 

The Infiltrated groi^ reportedly 
recouly scheduled, then canceled a 
draft card burning. When Thursby 
was asked about lie demonstration, 
he said that he had been Informed 
that the Young Republicans would 
endorse the burning by Sisco.

Along with this, Fritz said he would 
like to see an outstanding professor 
for the year recognized by the stu- 
dent tiody, as differentiated from the 
FSU Distinguished Professor A- 
ward. 

Fritz said he also believes that 
Student Government should encour- 
age education experiments tiy organ- 
izing experimental classes or sem- 
inai-8 in fraternities, sororities, 
scholarship houses and other small 
living areas based on the "new col- 
lege" experiments currently under 
study in hotter education circles. 

"Of course the best way to get 
students and faculty nmmally in- 
volved in academic affairs would be 
to work toward establishing a Joint 
student-faculty congress," said 
Fritz. 

Fritz said he envisions this con- 
gress as being made up with 
a student senate and a faculty sen- 
ate having functions analogous to 
the present Men's and Women's 
Senate. 

To start students thinking beyond 
the University front gates, Fritz 
said he believes a public affairs 
forum should be instituted with dis- 
cussion of international and national 
issues by natlonwl ly-prominent 
speakers. 

"Naturally when we think about 
academics we can't Ignore the finan- 
cial problems of students. There- 
fore, 1 believe Student Government 
should give the Dollars for Scholars 
program its wholehearted support," 
Fritz concluded.

Monologue 



The "Dialogue" between the students and the mem- 
bers of the Administrative Council in Moore Auditor- 
ium Monday marked the implementation of an excellent 
idea for improving communications between the students 
and various University officials. 

These programs have the same potential as the sim- 
iliar session sponsored last trimester by the Union 
Program Council in its "Gripe Session". 

It is unfortunate that more students do not attend 
the sessions. 

Even more unfortunate is the attitude of the admin- 
istration (which may very well be the key to the prob- 
lem of low student attendance). 

Considering the "Gripe Session" and the Dialogue 
together, we find that members of the administration 
have consistently let it be known that the dialogue which 
takes place will be nothing more than exactly that: talk. 

Despite protests to the contrary', it soon became 
obvious in Monday's meeting that though the Admin- 
istrative Council was willing to listen to student opin- 
ion, it was not about to seriously consider the opinions 
given. 

On such matters as construction of dormitories, the 
parking problem and women's rules, students were con- 
tinually told that "the decision has been made". 

Rather than re-examining their policies in the light 
of student criticism, or even indicating that they would 
do so in the future, administrators stubbornly, and 
sometimes illogically, persisted in the defense of their 
policies. 

As a result, no student who attended left with the idea 
his comments would result in any constructive action. 

The administration should realize that if it persists 
in its obstinacy, not only will sessions such as the 
dialogue become worthless, but the students will be 
forced to seek other means of expressing their ideas 
on University policy.

During these next few weeks of hectic campaign- 
ir^ for various Student Government offices, both the 
commissioner of elections and the dean of students 
will undoubtedly be subject to a great deal of poli- 
tical pressure from all sides. 

Commissioner Ted Hanes, being a former member 
of one political party, will have to bend over back- 
wards to be fair to all concerned. 

Hanes must also be concerned with the University 
administration's understandable desire that this be a 
•clean' campaign. 

Dean Harry P. Day would rather not be caught in 
the stormy seas that characterized the climax of last 
spring's student body president election. In that little 
tjrphoon, Jim Groot was accused of illegal campaigning 
by the Elections Commission, convicted by Honor 
Court, and then cleared by a higher appeals commit- 
tee. 

The net result for Groot was a presidency that came 
equipped with a decidedly hostile "loyal opposition"; 
for the University it was some blushingly colorful 
coverage in the State newspapers. 

It's things like that that make a dean want to take up 
something nice and quiet like undercover work for 
SPECTRE. 

As much as we sympathize with the dean's need for 
quiet seas and a good press, we do not think tliat it is 
in the best interest of the student body to have a Stu- 
dent Government regulatory figure (as is the com- 
missioner of elections) wink at promiscuous activity. 

Such leniency on the part of this important official 
would only lead to a disregard of legitimate campaigning 
procedures and would put the electorate at a disadvan- 
tage since it might end up selecting the candidate who 
got the most publicity through illegal practice. 

We would ask the commissioner to remember that 
his first concern should not be with the wishes of the 
administration and the image of FSU, but rather should 
be for the welfare of the student body.

To 
me, and 1 am sure that many will 
agree, this rearrangement of 
courses inflicts a great loss to the 
Students and denies the students a 
great opportunity to orient tbem- 
selves to college life. 

1 fail to see a:;y strong argument 
In support of this action; on the con- 
trary, 1 hear '.>nl\ silence. 1 wish to 
point out from experience the value 
of the courses In the area of personal 
adjustment with special reference to 
Personal Development 105. 

Personal Development 105 is a 
course which every freshman should 
take during his first trimester. As 
a student fresh from high school, a 
freshman has to adjust to almost 
every aspect of life in college. For 
the first time in his life, he is 
given the opportunity to pursue 
knowledge on his own vid at his own 
pace without external pressure or 
interference. Consequently he must 
be very careful to budgeting his time 
and must seardi for a Kudy method 
that is most suitable to blm. 

Moreover, he isnowexpectadtoact 
as a responsible adult. For better 
or for worse, he has to stand on his 
own feet and struggle for existence. 
He is now away from home; he can 
no longer rely on his parents since 
he must make every decision as ticst 
he can. To the strong, this change 
in role may be a good experience 
towards mental maturation and per- 
sonality growth, but to the InexjMr- 
ienced and Immature, this may be 
extremely difficult. Whichever the 
case, a reliable source of guidance. 



such as a practical course in per- 
sonal adjustment, may prove Invalu- 
ably helpful to him. 
Personal Development often pro- 
vides the student with the necessary 
skill to deal with future changes In 
life. This area Includes adjustment 
to work, academic achievement, 
marriage and aging. It reveals the 
natural changes in a person's life 
and the corresponding roles he is 
expected to perform. In doing so, 
the student Is prevented from any 
fear pertaining to his cfaanglng role 
in society and. in ttm meantime, is 
well-equ^iped to face die many prob- 
lems whldi msyarlMthrou^uthls 
life. 

For me. Personal I>eveloi»ne« is 
an excellent orientation to human 
behavior. It deals with the basic 
principles and pheiwmena in psy- 
chology in relation to a socially 
maladjusted person. In sudi a case, 
the SRudent will be aUe to under- 
stand the basic elements in psy- 
chology and their application without 
digging Into the technicalities of the 
subject. 

For some, a course in Personal 
Development may seem like a snap 
and a comparativeU easy subject, 
but this does not mean that It is a 
less useful one. According to my 
experience, I dare say that I have 
learned m.ore in this course than in 
any other that 1 have taken here at 
FSU. In my opinion, what I have 
learned in the course is both inter- 
esting and most practical in every- 
day life, it would seem to me to be 
an essential course for every student 
regardless of his major field of 
study. To me, a foreign student, this 
is especially true, and I hereby plead 
for its addition to the curriculum of 
Basic Studies.

According to Stevens, Price was 
unhappy with the party because he 
felt it was •"seUlng Mm out" and 
that it would not sappon him dur- 
ing the voting. Price confirmed the 
sentiment saying that several New 
Party delegates told him of Ae 
party's intended token Siqiport of 
only 30 votes. 

Price said he had prepared to tell 
the convention of his withdrawal 
from the race, his support of Rick 
Fritz and to point out the faults 
of both New Party and University 
Party. 

He later said that he was upset 
with the "sacrificial candidate" at- 
titude ;uward him and the lack of 
Integrif. the party. 

He criticized the machinery of 
both parties sasing that New Party 
was "extremely disorganized and 
unrepresentative, being run by four 



or five self-centered students" and 
that University Party's "organizat- 
ion is oriented to the petty desires 
of party leaders." 

Stevens harped upon the lo\ al vot- 
ing of the party saying, "The New 
Party capnired 100 percent of the 
nominations for \rtiich it produced 
candidates. We can only speculate 
what die result of tbe presidential 
race would have been had Price 
held firm." 

Price said of the same consistency 
in voting. "The result proved that 
New Party is fooling everybody as 
well as me. They completely ran the 
entire convention and diaated who 
NP-UP candidates would be." 

Stevens said, "The members of 
New Party, thinking they had a 
solid candidate, began the organi- 
zation for nomination. Party woric- 
ers prepared banners, signs and 



press releases... All this was done 
with the Idea that we could pos- 
sibly defeat the opposing candidate 
and at least gain a fairly solid name 
for our nominee." 
Price said he asked Stevens what 
preparations were made and Stevens 
told him of one two-foot by one-foot 
sign and several smaller ones. Dis- 
agreeing with Stevens who said "Our 
nominee did not aid in the least the 
preparations for the convention," 
Price said he had drummed up the 
support of 25 UP delegates. 
Stevens summed up the affair say- 
ing, "This story Indicates the dif- 
ficulty a new party faces in building 
die confidence of candidates." 
Price finished by explaining, " 1 can 
and will do only what I honestly feel 
Is ri^t. I can and will no longer be 
associated with either the New or 
University Party.'

"1 think Its about time Student 
Government realizes Its full po- 
tential as the voice of the student 
body to the administration, com- 
munity and especially the State gov- 
ernment," said Rick Fritz, Student 
Party nominee for student body 
president, today. 

Fritz said that Student Govern- 
ment can make great strides in 
taking a more active role in re- 
presenting students to the State 
government than It is now doing. 

"I don't diink that it's really hit 
home th« we're not Just students, 
but we're also citizens and voters, 
(or potential voters). As such we 
can become a significant force in 
the State's relationship to the Uni- 
versity, a voice that has to be 
listened to," said Fritz. 

"Because we are not subject to 
the same economic reprisals as the 
administration, we have greater 



freedom to defend the interests of 
FSU when the University is being 
pressured by the Legislature, Bud- 
get Commission or Board of Re- 
gents," he continued. 

"Such a move to involve Student 
Government with State government 
should also Increase student aware- 
ness of the role they play as citi- 
zens In higher education. 
Fritz said. 
To carry out this program, Fritz 
stated that he would reorganize the 
lobby bureau so that it would be a 
full-time functioning organization 
with constant communication with 
legislators, state officials and In- 
fluential students. 
"There have been some one-shot, 
and sporadic attempts at lobbying 
before that did get results for a 
sped&c project," said Fritz, "but 
there has been little attempt to form 
contfmious lobby programs."

Legal Error 

FSU students took another stop forward today, in 
their continuing effort to escape a self-imposed Vic- 
torian fantasy when Jennifer Howse, chairman of Uni- 
versity Court, announced the abolition of the Social 
Regulations Test — formerly known as the Knowledge 
for College test. 

Miss Howse and the court are to be congratulated for 
finally recognizing that college coeds are as equally 
able as men to adjust to social situations without being 
subjected to the childish exercise of the "I'll-be-a- 
good-girP '-written-25-times-on-a-black-board genre. 

Ironically, the court's move to abolish the test in a 
way substantiated the long held belief that the test was 
utterly meaningless. 

The test had no meaning or validity, not particularly 
because of its content, but because it was fundamentally 
imconstitutional . 

It had not been institutedby the Student Senate and was 
not part of the Constitution or Statutes, but had been 
decreed into existence by judiciary several years ago. 

The judicial system is not empowered by the Con- 
stitution to legislate in this fashion. 

By admitting that it did not have the legal power to 
initiate IJie Social Regulations Test, the court has not 
only taken a more realistic position on the maturity 
of FSU coeds, but has also made a significant contri- 
bution in assuring legal due process for the student 
body.

Political Expert 
Speaks Tonight 

Jeremy Azrael, a political scien- 
tist from the University of Chicago 
and specialist on Russia, will speak 
in Moore Auditorium at 8 p.m. to- 
night on "The Legislative Process 
in the Sodet Union". 
Azrael Is coming to Tallahassee 
directly from Moscow, where he has 
been on a brief research trip, ac- 
coidIi% to Dr. Elke Frank, director 
of the Public Lecture Series of die 
Dept. of Government. 
His address Is part of a series 
d^oted this year to legldativepro- 
cedures In various countries aid 
units of government. 
Azrael majored in government at 
Harvard College, ^dallzlng In 
Soviet politics, and graduated magna 
cum laude In 1956. He continued as 
a graduate student at Harvard. 
In the academic year 1958-59 he at- 
tended Moscow State University as 
a participant in the first US-USSR 
academic exchange. He returned to 
Harvard as a graduate fellow of the 
Russian Research Center and com- 
pleted his work on a doctorate in 
1961. He has been at the University 
of Chicago since then, and now,lsan 
assoc. professor. 

During 1963-64 he took leave to 
work at the Russian Research Cen- 
ter at Harvard en a book which will 
be published this sear, "Manage- 
ment and Politics, USSR: The Role 
of the Managerial Elite in the Pol- 
itical Devekipment of the Soviet 
System". 
Among his publications are an 
article, "Murder Trial in Moscow", 
; in the May, 1962, "Atlantic"; "So- 
: Viet Freedom: A Balance Sheet," 
In the March, 1963, "New Republic" 
and "Notes on the Probable Con- 
sequences for The Internal Func- 
tioning of the Soviet System of Arms 
Control and/or EMsarmament In- 
spection", a memorandum being re- 
vised for 'publication.

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Pamphlet Needed To Offset Lack 



Stu(tent Body President Jim Groot saved Student 
Government the possible embarrassment of looking 
like the political madhouse of pre-De Gaulle France, 
when he signed into law Sen. Skip Gunn's bill to 
limit a candidate's parly financial affiliation to one 
political party. 

The bill and the signing, at the end of last week, came 
none too soon as active campaigning begins Tuesday at 
5 p.m. As it is, the latest FSU fad of party proliferation 
should come to a hasly halt as the word of the bill's 
signing gets out to worried student politicians. 

Had this law not been enacted, the campaign could 
easily have been turned into a contest for creating 
party fronts. With the backing of each new front group 
a candidate could spend more money. 

Such a development would very likely find candidates 
with more initials behind their names than a university 
commencement speaker; i.e.. Jack Groot UP, SP, NP, 
GOP, DP ad infinitum. 

Fortunately — thanks to Gunn, the Student Senate and 
Groot — this absurdity will not take place. Under the 
provisions of the new law, no matter how many parties 
wish to endorse and support a candidate, the candidate 
can receive financial assistance from only one party. 

Besides preventing the ludicrous situation already 
alluded to, the bill maintains the traditional FSU poli- 
tical stance of attempting to keep student politics 
from becoming a rich man's hobby, or from having 
someone "buy" his way into office as happens more 
often than people care to think about at other univer- 
-sities. 

We therefore commend Student Government for its 
evident interest in fair and reasonable election proce- 
dures. 
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To the Editor: 

Despite the noble though not too 

successful efforts of our atiiletic 
teams, I feel that FSU is not re- 
ceiving the publicity it deserves, and 
that this lack of laurels might ac- 
count for Its Intellectual malnutri- 
tion. What I propose is that FSU 
print up a pamphlet to be distributed 
to all high school graduates In an 
effort to arouse the interests of 
students worthy of our faculty. The 
following are suggested paragraphs 
to be in^uded. 

"Aesthetically speaking, one could 
say that the FSU campus is swamped 
with tradition . . .why, that mud has 
been here since Dean Warren first 
started making little girls out of 
FSU*s women. Yes, progress Is the 
by-word at FSU. Once there were 
sloping lawns, and a street lined 
with tall shade trees between the 
Student . . .whoopsi . . .University 
Union and the pool. Now there is a 
wide, two-lane sidewalk to handle 
die huge student traffic from the 
Social Science Bldg. construction 
site to the circus lot. A multi- 
million dollar, multl-storled aspirin 
and cold pill dispensary is being 
erected behind the Women's Gym. 
Last but not least, pencil sharp- 
eners might soon be installed in 
the Math Bldg. 

"As to architecture, FSU has 
everything. The lovely Robert M. 
Strozier Bldg. which houses f SU's 
inadequate library is located just 
down the green from Fort Landls. 
Far from the bustle and noise of 
the classroom buildings sta:id the 
modern Physics Research Bldg. and 
Smith Hall of the pre-demoUtion 
period.
